Case to Jury at 10 P. M. 

Argument of counsel was con- 
cluded at 10 o'clock last night and 
the jury retired to consider the evi- 
dence. When no verdict had been 
reached at midnight Circuit Judge 
Robert McElhinney requested a re 
port on the deliberations. The jurv 
foreman asked for time for another 
ballot. No verdict was reached, 
and 20 minutes later Judge McEl- 
hinney told deputies to interrupt 
the deliberations and order the jur- 
ors to bed. 

The Court instructed the jury on 
‘first degree murder, with the pen- 
alty death or life imprisonment. As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney John 
McNatt, in the opening argument

IN MOVIE TRUST

U. S. District Judge Takes 
Defense Demurrers and 
Motions for Acquittal 
Under Advisement.

Protracted arguments of counsel 
over defense ademurrers to the Gov- 
ernment’s case in the movie con- 
apiracy trial and motions for a di- 
fected verdict of acquittale were 
concluded today in Federal Judge 


Moore’s court. 

’ ‘The Judge took the demurrefs 
and motions tinder advisement until 
Monday morning, when the jury will 
return for the start of the fifth 
week of the case. The jury has been 
exotised since the Government rest- 
ed Wednesday noon. If the demur- 
rers and motions are overruled, the 


defense will have the opportunity to 
start preseniing testimony next 
week. If they should be sustained, 
the Court will order the jury to re- 
tuitn a verdict of acquittal. 

Objects to Statement. 

The argumefits bégan Thursday 
afternoon and continued al) day yes 
terday, taking much more time than 
usual in such matters, Eight corpo- 
fations of Warner Bros. Para- 
mount and R-K-O movie interests 
and five of their executives are on 
trial, charged with violation of the 
anti-trust law in withholding films 
from Fanchon & Marco’s Ambassa- 
dor, Missouri and Grand Central 
theaters. 

Frederick H. Wood of New York, 
a& Warner lawyer, spoke for two 
hours today, in response to Govern- 
ment arguments against the demur- 
refs and motions. Special Assist- 
ant Attorney-General Russell Har- 
dy, in charge of the prosecution, as- 

tted to the Court that Wood's 
statements were largely a repetition 
of his original three-hour speech in 
opening the arguments Thursday. 

“Hardy told the Court,” Wood 
said, “that he didn’t represent an 
individual or group of individuals 
or @ corporation, but that his cliefit 
was the Government. That is cor- 
rect, but Hardy comes here con- 
scious of the monopdly maintained 
by Fanchon & Mafco in the first- 
run field.” 

Afguments Began Thursday. 

“T object to that statement,” 
Hardy cut in. “I am conscious of 
no such thing. There is nothing 
in the-record concerning the ex- 
istence of such a monopoly, and as 
@ matter of fact no such monopoly 
exists, These men acquired these 
theaters legitimately and have op- 
erated them without violating the 
law.” | 

“Well, what if they did have a 
monopoly?” Judge Moore inquired. 

“It would mean nqthing,’ Hardy 
declared. 

George C. Leisure of New York, 
of R-K-O counsel, concluding the 
arguments, spoke of the Fanchon 
& Matco agreement to let the Fox 
Theater receivers have R-K-O films. 
If that agreement was carried out, 
he said, it would be impossible for 
F. & M. to show the R-K-O pic- 
tures in the Ambassador, Missouri 
or Grand Central theaters. For that 
reason, if for no other, he insisted, 
the demurrers should be sustained 
as to the R-K-O Distributing Cor- 
poration and Ned E. Depinet, its 
president.

MUSSOLINI SAYS ITALY 
WILL FIGHT SANCTIONS 


Denounces League Program on 
Anniversary of His March 
on Rome. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Oct. 26.—Premier Musso- 
lini denounced in fo uncertain 
terms today the League of Nations 
program of sanctions against Italy 
and warned that the Italian people 
would fight against the penalties. 

“Those who are ready to consum- 
mate against us the most odious 
of injustices will perceive that the 
Italian people is capable of hero- 
istis like those of the soldiers who 
avenged Aduwa with glory and car- 
fied civilization to the soil of 
Africa.” 

Addressing his annual message 
to the Blackshirts in salute to the 
fourteenth year of Fascism which 
opens next Monday on the anniver- 
sary of the march on Rome, he 
continued: 

“This is an epoch in which one 
must feel the pride of living and 
of fighitng. This is an epoch in 
which a people measures upon a 
base of hostile forces its capacity 
of resistance and victory. 

“Before an economic siege which 
history will brand as an absurd 
crime destined to augment disor- 
der and distress among the nations, 
all Italians worthy of that name 
will fight to organize the most in- 
tense defense will distinguish be- 
tween friends and enemies and will 
long remember and transmit the 
memory and the lessons of the fa- 
thers to the sons and to the 
| nephews. 

“You must be first in line in your 
duty and sacrifice. 

“That is your sole privilege of 
which you must every instant be 
proud. I am certain that you will 
respond immediately to every ap- 
peal, raising to the skies the cry of 
the old squadrons to which 44,000- 
000 Italians will respond: To our 
aid.” 


FIRST SALES TAX RETURNS 
SHOW $555,000 FOR MONTH 


Figure Based on 35,000 of 55,000 Re- 
ports That Are Expected for 
September.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 26.— 
Aids in the Auditor's Department 
reported that the first 35,000  re- 
turns on the new 1 per cent sales 
tax showed total collections of 
$555,000. On an estimated 55,000 
which are expected, the annual rev- 
enue should be about $10,400,000. 

Under the old % of 1 per cent 
sales tax law, which was replaced 
by the 1 per cent act on Aug. 27, 
September was shown to be an out- 
Standing sales month. 

Collections for September, 1934, 
under the old law, were $429,799. 
as compared with $287,069 collect- 
ed in February, the poorest month. 
September was barely passed by 
December last year when the sales 
tax reventie totaled $430,377. 

Some concerns which collect the 
tax from various places scattered 
throughout the State, such as rail- 
road companies or chain store or- 
ganizations, have asked for extend- 
ed time to file their first reports.

AUSTRIA PARADES ITS WAR 
MACHINES AT FLAG CEREMONY 
Speedy Little Tanks and Rubber- 
Tired Cannons Shown for 
First Time at Vienna. 


By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, Oct. 26.—-The Austrian 
Government made today’s ceremony 
of restoring the old imperial colors 
to various army regiments the oc 
casion for a parade of‘nts new war 
equipment. 

Little tanks no higher than 4a 
man's shoulder sped over the Ring- 
strasse. New small cannons mount- 
ed on rubber-tired wheels and 
drawn by single horses, were given 
their first public showing. There 
were hundreds of trucks, indicat- 
ing the reliance of the army on 
mobility. ‘Thirty-six planes, some 
of them three-motored bombers, 
dipped in salute over Heroes’ 
Square. 

The flag ceremony united the new 
army with the traditions of old 
Austria and Hungary. Many of 
the old colors had been borne to 
historic battles against the Italians, 
French and Turks. Some bore the 
initials of the late Emperor Franz 
Josef. The imperial double eagle 
reappeared as an ornament of ad- 
ditional units of the new army. 

The display was witnessed by old 
Admirals and Generals of the Haps- 
burg Archdukes and by foreign 
diplomats. Franz von Papen, Ger- 
man Minister to Austria, appeared 
in the uniform of a Colonel of the 
German general staff.

FINALLY LEAVES 
ADDIS ABABA 


Minister Boards Train, Is 
Locked in Coach, After 
Defying for 16 Days an 
Order to Depart. 


FORBIDDEN CONTACT 
WITH HIS FRIENDS 


Large Force of Soldiers Sent 
to Guard Him as Far as 
French - Ethiopian Bor- 
der.

ADDIS ABABA, Oct. 26. — Italy's 
Minister to Ethiopia, Count Luigi 
Vinci-Gigliucci, left Addis Ababa to- 
day guarded closely but unresisting 
after having defied for 16 days a 
government ultimatum to depart. 

With the Count’s enforced de- 
parture, the last diplomatic thread 
here binding Italy and Ethiopia was 
broken. His military attache, Maj. 
Calderini, accompanied him on 4 
train to Djibouti, French Somali- 
land. They will be joined en route 
by the two Consular Agents from 
Mogallo for whom Count Vinci-Gig- 
liucci insisted on waiting. 

The Minister was taken secretly 
from the home of Ras Desta Dem- 
tu, son-in-law of Emperor Haile Se- 
lassie, where he had been a virtual 
prisoner for two weeks. He was 
locked in a separate coach attacked 
to the train outside the capital 

Throughout the transfer, Count 
Vinoi-Gigliucci, a closeefriend of 
Premier Mussolini, was forbidden 
contact even with his friends. At 
the request of the Emperor, other 
members of the diplomatic corps 
refrained from seeing off the Min- 
ister, 

All letters and telegrams, even 
those from Mussolini were withheld 
from Vinci-Gigliucci until he was 
safely aboard the train. 

From Djibouti to Rome.

The repealer passed the Assembly 
yesterday, 50 to 3, and a little later 
went through the Senate, 11 to 0, 
with five Senators not voting.

26.—Reports were received here to- 
day that hundreds of persons wére 
drowned in the Jeremie and Jacmel 
regions of the island last week-end 
in torrential rains which accompa- 
nied the Caribbean hurricane.

reports said 96 bodies had been re- 
covered at Jacmel, where the death 
toll may reach 1000. 

Communication with the entire 
southern peninsula has been cut 
off since Monday, roads are im- 
passable and the news now filtering 
was carried overland with great 
difficulty by couriers. 

An airplane stopped at the port 
of Jeremie yesterday afternoon and 
brought back reports of the flood’s 
ravages.

SANTIAGO, Cuba, Oct. 26.—The 
list of fatalities attributed to the 
recent hurricane and its aftermaths 
in this section rose to 15 last night 
when the deaths of three children 
in a landslide were reported here. 

The landslide, caused by torren- 
tial rains accompanying the hurri- 
cane, buried the home of Gabriel 
Medina near Baire, Oriente Prov- 
ince, killing three of his four chil- 
dren. 

Three bodies were found today 
among the floating debris of the 
flooded rivers of Oriente Province.

MADE IN ST. CLAIR COUNTY 


Figures Gathered Last February 
Show That 12,000 of 34,000 
Are Employable. 


Results of an occupational survey 
of persons on relief conducted last 
February by the St. Clair County 
Emergency Relief Commission were 
announced yesterday. by George M, 
Curry, County Relief Administra- 
tor. The survey, just compiled in 
Washington, was undertaken to de- 
termine the number of persons 
available for Works Progress Ad- 
ministration jobs. 

Of the 34,000 persons on the relief 
rolls in February, 12,364 more than 
16 years old were found to be em- 
ployable. There were 9158 men and 
3206 women. A total of 3095—1610 
men and 1485 women — had 
never been employed. Most of them 
were youtrs who had been jobless 
since leaving school. 

The numbers of employable per- 
sons on relief in the various classes 
of workers were: Professional, 52, 
or 27 men and 25 women; agricul- 
tural, 219, all men; skilled, 1410, or 
1392 men and 18 women; semi- 
skilled, 2988, or 2205 men and 783 
women; unskilled, 2870, or 2834 
men and 33 women; servants and 
allied workers, 865, or 228 men and 
637 women.

For a Smokeless Fuel Test. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N an editorial of Oct. 21, “When Coal 

Is Gasoline,” you refer to me and my 
process for producing a smokeless fuel. 
The reader of this portion of your edi- 
torial is led to believe that the oil pro- 
duced and its gasoline content are the 
principal products of the operation. The 
oil and gas removed from the coal are 
only by-products, the sale of which 
cheapen the cost -of operation. 

The chief product, which should be of 
great interest to St. Louisans, is the 
friable, pulverized, smokeless carbon and 
ash residue, about 70 per cent, which can 
be molded into smokeless, dustless and 
storable briquettes by the use of proved 
and practical methods. 

Just prior to the St. Louis World’s 
Fair, Mayor Wells had brought to his 
attention a process for the clarification 
of water, practically untried and un- 
proved. Under his direction the city 
spent, if I remember correctly, over 
$100,000 in developing this process, with 
the result that our city water supply be- 
came clear instead of chocolate colored. 

Having this fortunate pioneering of 
Mayor Wells in mind, I bave, during the 
past year, visited the members of Mayor 
Dickmann’s various smoke committees, a 
few city officials and some coal mine op- 
erators, offering the following proposal: 
Here is a proved process for enabling the 
city to obtain smokeless fuel, the result 
wf 10 years of study and the expendi- 

gure of over $100,000 in development. If 
the city will build a small unit to con- 
yvince the doubters and to use as a yard- 
tick, I agree that I will take no profit 
ain royalties or otherwise for any smoke 
less fuel produced by my process and 
shipped for use in the City of St. Louis. 

The attaining of a smokeless St. Louis 
will not be in the use of gas because of 
the cost of distribution, or in the use of 
oil burners or stokers because of the ini- 
tial cost of installation. We have to take 

‘ cognizance of our neighboring tremen- 
dous coal fields in Illinois. We must be- 
come smokeless in a way which will help 
the coal producers by utilizing their prod- 
uct, giving them all-the-year-around pro- 
duction, instead of seasonal,:as now, and 
put a smokeless fuel for general use into 
St. Louis at a price between that of soft 
coal and coke and rule out completely 
the use of smoky fuel.

SERVICE A LA MODE. 

When Arthur Mullen of Nebraska, who had been 
the floor manager of the Roosevelt forces at the 
Democratic national convention of 1932, received from 
the President the offer of a Federal circuit judgeship, 
he declined in these stirring terms: 

My view is that in these stern and tragic times 
and until your program has been made effective, 

I can render greater service to you and to your 

administration as a private citizen than I can in 

any office. 

“Stern and tragic”’—a perfect description of the 
times. Ten million unemployed. Billions being added 
to the national debt to provide relief. New taxes. 
New. appeals to private charity. Devaluation of the 
dollar. RFC aid to tottering banks and railroads. 
“Stern and tragic,” indeed, the times that inspired 
the heroic words of Arthur Mullen. “Service”’—that 
was the thing. Service to the administration, service 
to the people. Service not in the sanctuary of a 
judgeship, but out on the firing line, bearing the heat 
and burden of the fray. 

Service! 

So Mr. Mullen, imbued with that ideal, opened an 
office in Washington for the practice of his profes- 
sion, the law. How grandly he served we now know. 
He had a retainer of $25,000 a year from Cities Ser- 
vice. (“Service” again.) He has had other large 
fees from other large corporations. The laborer in 
the vineyard of truth and justice is worthy of his 
hire. In serving the cause of truth and justice he 
serves the public interest. And more recently, Mr. 
Mullen has been directly serving the people, not 
merely indirectly as in the case of his Cities Service 
connection. He has been rendering legal aid on PWA 
projects in his home State of Nebraska, and for these 
services his bill, as presented to Secretary of the In- 
terior and Public Works Administrator Harold L. 
Ickes, is for $175,000. 

There may be mean-spirited, penny-pinching souls 
who will carp at the size of this fee. Mr. Ickes him- 
self seems inclined to carp at it, for Mr. Ickes re- 
calls that he once said that the services ot lawyers 
were not needed on PWA projects. But Mr. Ickes is 
merely a Cabinet member, getting some $15,000 a 
year. He is merely running the Department of the 
Interior and the Public Works Administration; he is 
not a servant-at-large, like Mr. Mullen, who thrust 
aside public office. Neither Mr. Ickes nor even 
the President, with $75,000 a year, is a servant on 
the grand scale. What does Mr. Ickes, in his cloister, 
know of the work of those out in the field?

Many cities and countries expelled the Jews and 
confiscated their property. . . If Jews escaped 
expulsion, they were usually subjected to degrad- 
ing social restrictions. ... The ghettos, walled 
districts whose gates were locked each night, 
were horribly congested, the easy prey of dis- 
ease and disastrous fires. .. . Economic disabili- 
ties were endless and onerous. Jews were ex- 
cluded from membership in guilds and hence 
were debarred from almost all trade and com- 
merce. Ownership of land was difficult if not 
impossible. Entrance into the professions was 
forbidden by .aw or custom. 

This oppression, and worse, ended only with the 
French Revolution, when ideals of liberty swept 
Europe. There was a reaction, however, and it was 
not until 1848 that the German Jews’ political rights 
were established. 

Hitler says that if his new edicts do not solve the 
problem, other measures will be taken—a threat of 
reviving the ghetto, if not the pogrom. The people 
against whom these harsh actions are taken num- 
bered in 1933 about 500,000, or .77 per cent of the en- 
tire German population: since that time, about 80,000 
have fled. Those unable to flee face a future that 
grows darker almost daily, They are virtually 
aliens in a land where their people have lived for 
more than 1600 years. 

Some apologists for Nazi anti-Semitism have said 
that recent developments were not approved by Hit- 
ler.

HE starkest fact in the world today ts 
T the America is destroying her crops. 

It is hard to believe this, but our nation, 
by law, is compelling the curtailment of her 
most effective industries. How many of us 
see something ominous in this” 

One result of the planned sacrifice of 
American production is that other nations 
which urgently need our supplies are de- 
prived of them. Little has been said of this, 
hut it may prove to be the key factor of 
the whole post-war century. 

Peace far more vital to 
family than is the recovery of the wealth 
of some of its members, and the destruc 
tion of American abundance is creating ten 
sions in the world which are forcing that 
organized butchery of men which we name 
bv the short word “war.” 

When America declares by tariffs her re 
fusal to exchange her surplus materials and 
manufactures, she has to limit their pro- 
duction. The effect of this on other nations 
is extremely important, for the L'nited 
States is the world’s greatest exporter. She 
has sent out three-quarters of the raw cot- 
ton taken by the outside world, one-sixth 
of the wheat and half of the tobacco. These 
figures are for 1932, and were reached de- 
spite the highest tariff taxes upon commerce 
in our history up to that time and notwith- 
Standing the cessation of loans to foreign 
purchasers. 

Before the present period of nationalistic 
curtailment, America was producing  two- 
thirds of the world’s petroleum, 40 per cent 
of its coal, over half of its pig iron, steel 
ingots, castings and copper, and 95 per cent 
of its automobiles.

Unfortunately, we have heen a leader in 
enacting import taxes called tariffs which 
have prevented the free exchange of sur- 
pluses. Other nations have followed in 
self-defense, and world trade has dropped 30 
per cent*in quantity and 65 per cent. in 
value. As a result, human life turning 
back 15 decades to isolation, violence and 
despotism. 

Most important this situation the

Another country for whom no good word 
is spoken in the United States is Japan. Yet 
her importance in our trade is manifest 
when we see that in 1929 we received nearly 
half of her exports. Nippon is the world’s 
greatest importer of cotton and the third 
largest buyer of American products and 
in 1934 bought almost twice as much from 
us as we purchased of her. But she is even 
more disliked than is Germany. 

We say that Japanese merchandise jin our 
stores is too cheap. We condemn Nippon’s 
goods as poor in quality, forgetting that 
our tariffs keep out most of the higher 
grades of Japanese manufactures. The Jap- 
wage scale (which our policy de- 
presses) called a national menace. but 
the real danger is in our own self-destruec- 
tion -our planned reduction of the output 
of our most virile industries, on the theory 
that there no market for it. That we 
could exchange these to us worthless things 
for valuable silks, stockings, ties, rugs, pot- 
tery and so on, should we dare to make an 
economic experiment based on common 
sense, is proved by the long list of tariffs 
which we have written to keep these usable 
Japanese goods out of the country. 
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Frank H. Simonds has said: “No system 
of organized peace is possible under present 
economic conditions. . War still conati- 
tutes the sole means of escape for -upward 
of 200,000,000 people dwelling in three great 
Powers.” 

If it be true that world peace is a corol- 
lary of world prosperity, then we can do 
nothing of more importance than to deter- 
mine whether the trade policies which will 
allow other nations to achieve prosperity 
will hurt or benefit America. 

Fortunately, they do not. In fact, it might 
be said that our depression is due to our 
inability to distinguish between receiving 
foreign individuais and accepting foreign 
wealth. 

We miss the very simple fact that the 
benefit of commerce is in the profit of get- 
ting more goods from outside than we can 
secure at home for the same amount of 
work. It is to secure this profit that ships 
have been built and that men have braved 
the oceans since time immemorial. 

The national attitude of refusal to accept 
foreign goods remains. Until it is reversed, 
there is no hope for revival. 

We excoriate our defeated foes and we 
spurn a youngster in the family of indus- 
trial nations who wants to raise his stand- 
ards in the American way. So youths are 
being conscripted and forced to barracks. 
and soon cxhausted doctors will be sewing 
together the pieces of what today are the 
able bodies of useful men. Who are we to 
make peace and democracy unworkable”

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DEATH FOR KILLING 


AT STE. GENEVIEVE 


John F.. Williamson Convicted 
‘of Murder of George 
Williams.

STE. GENEVIEVE, Mo., Oct. 26. 
—John Flannery Williamson, 55- 
year-old former convict, was con- 
victed by a jury in Circuit Court 
here today of the murder of George 
Williams, 64, former St. “Louisan, 
and was sentenced to be hanged. 

After the State’s testimony had 
been presented in the two-day trial,

The jury deliberated a little more |

Wil- 
liamson was represented by Henry 
Petrequin and Alfred Moeller of 
Ste. Genevieve and Raymond Rob- 
-erts of Farmington. 

Williams was found shot to death 
Aug. 11 in woods on his farm five 
miles northwest of here, where he 
had been living alone for two years. 
When Sheriff Henry J. Drury ar- 


rived at the farm after learning of | 


the killing, he found Williamson 
leaving the place with a load of 
hogs. Williamson denied knowl- 
edge of the murder and said he had 
bought the hogs from Williams, 
who had “gone to St. Louis.” At 
Williamson’s home at New Offen- 
burg, southwest of Ste. Genevieve, 
a shotgun, ax and alarm clock, iden- 
tified by neighbors as belonging 
to Williams, were found. William- 
son said these had been included in 
the deal for the hogs. 

Apparently Williams had been 
dead for about 36 hours when the 
body was. encountered by hunters. 
He had been shot in the back of the 
head at close range with a shotgun. 

Williamson, who had made his 
home in this county wit hhis wife 
for six weeks before the killing, 
was released from the Southern 
Jilinois penitentiary at Menard last 
December after serving 22 years 
of a life sentence for the murder 
of Andrew Smothers in Marion 
County. Smothers, too, was found 
shot in the back of the head near 
his farmhouse. Williamson was 
arrested in that case after he had 
moved into Smothers’ home, with 
forged papers purporting to show 
he had bought the place. He 
pleaded guilty of that murder.

COTTON FARMER SAID 
‘TO EARN $6 A WEEK 


New York Exhange Economie 
Makes Estimate—Averace 
Income Is $661, _ 


—_———

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 26—Goy 
erment aid has increased the aver. 
age cotton grower's income 100 per 
cent in the’ last three years, byt 
it still remains one of the poorest 
paid forms of endeavor in the 
United States. 

While there are many fTOWers 
on a large scale, utilizing multiple 


ma- 


rank and file of the 1,986,726 cotton 
farmers in this country will be for. 
tunate this season if their gross 
income is $6 a week. 


e For his $6 or so gross income a 


week, Alston H. Garside, economist 
of the New York Cotton Exchange 
estimates a farmer in the western 


part of the cotton belt spends 145 - 


days laboring in the field. In the 
eastern section, where the land ig 
more hilly, it represents. 202 days’ 
work in the field. 

Three years ago a compilation » 
the Bureau of Agricultural E 
nomics shows that with the price 
of cotton around 6 or 7 cents a 
pound, the average cotton farmer's 
gross income was slightly under 
$300. Today crop control and bene- 
fit payments by the Government 
bring it up to $661 per farm. 

Based on the latest figures of the 
Census Bureau, an average cotton 
farm consists of 78 acres. After 
making provision for idle crop land, 
pasture land and wood land, it pro- 
duces around 7% bales of cotton. 
At current levels of 12 cents a 
pound this brings the grower $450 
and another $100 for cottonseed. 
Other small cash crops and Gov- 
ernment benefit payments for acre 
age reduction make up the balance 
of the $661. 

But then “deduction” begins. Ap- 
proximately 73 per cent of the cot- 
ton farms are operated by share 
or tenant croppers who have to give 
half of their cotton to the landlord, 
paring their gross income accord- 
ingly. Then in many cases the 
share cropper has to pay half of the 
cost of ginning and fertilizer.

This is basic, because nitrogen is 
the element that enters into the 
chemistry of the living substance, 
protoplasm, and makes it what it is. 
We take nitrogen into the body en- 
tirely in the form of nitrogen in the 
food. We do not utilize the nitroge 
that is in the air—the amount in 
expired air is the same as that of 
inspired air. It is a very inert chem- 
ical, The nitrogen that is cast off 
is mostly in the form of urea, ex- 
creted in the kidneys. 

The nitrogenous equilibrium may 
be maintained at many different 
levels, depending on circumstances, 
If the nitrogen in the food is low, 
the nitrogen cast out becomes low 
and vice versa. 

But there is a certain point be 
yond which this balance does not 
go. The tissues of the body are 
constantly breaking down and be- 
ing cast off in the form of nitro 
geneous end products. If this 
amount is not supplied by the food, 
and more is going out than is com- 
ing in, the nirogeneous equilibriu 
is broken, and if the condition con 
tinues for any length of time, death 
will result. Everyone is familiar 
with the emaciation which occurs 
ag the end of a long fever or other 
wasting illness. This is the result 
of nitrogeneous imbalances. And it 
is easy to see that this nitrogene- 
ous equilibrium is essential to life. 

How long can the intake of ntro- 
gen be and still be compatible with 
life? We know of the experiments 
of Hindhede, in Copenhagen, who 
maintained a laboratory worker 0
